Winter months, and an old resident 
assures 
me that sometimes 
they have 


sixty rainy days -in Florence 
during 


the season.

narrow 
aud buildings 
lofty, a rainy 


day brings wet and chilly streets for 
several days thereafter. 
On the !4th 


of November last, I rode into the Bo- 
logna in as thick a snow storm as I 
ever saw in New England. 
This was 


to me the winding-up of a three days' 
Norllieust rain storm in Venice. 
We 


had so many rainy and cloudy days in 
December, 
that I began 
to take note 


of the weather with the beginning of 
tiie new year. 
In Junuary 
we 
had 


only 
twelve bright sunny 
days; 
in 


February sixteen, aud iv thetlrst nine 
days of March two. 
On 
the 25th of 


February 
we had a heavy fall ofsuow 


which was carted 
from the streets the 


next day. 
In that mouth the ice in 


the still waters of the Arno, just above 
one 
of the (nidges, 
was four inches 


thick. 
February 
was a cold mouth. 
All the Winter 
long the wind has 


been Northeasterly, coming to us over 
tile snow-clad 
heiglHs 
of the Appe- 


nines. 
Anyone who has had experi- 


ence iv Italian cities knows that pass- 
ing from bright sunshine 
into narrow 


shady streets is like goiug into an ice 
bouse on a hot Summer day. Icannot 
conceive of a more trying climate 
for 


an invalid than this of Italy. 
If a 


medical 
man 
of 
New York should 


send a patient to Boston to spend tbe 
month of Huron, be would be regard- 
ed as insane; 
but 
au average 
March 
in thai city is more 
favorable to an 


invalid than our last Jauuary in Flor- 
ence was. 
The weather during tbe last Winter 


in Vienna, Milan, Rome 
and Naples 


has been as unfriendly to the invalid 
as it has been in this city. 
Indeed, 


there is no place in Europe that is a 
suitable 
Winter resort 
for invalids, 


and whoever 
crosses 
the Atlantic la 
quest of such a resort, makes 
a grave 


mistake.

I am inclined to think that Ameri- 


cans have a false 
impression as to the 


climate of "sunny Italy," and If this 
brief note acts as a caution to any suf- 
fering invalid who is proposing to try 
the climate, my object will be accom- 
plished.

company, 


and he may

tablishment 
of an 
opposition steam- 


ship line between New York and San 
Francisco, 
whicli will prove a fortu- 


nate turn of the wheel for the people 
of the 
Pacilic 
Coast. 
One 
thing is 


quite certain?the 
Senator 
is expand-

and giving evidence of

he has been credited with.

here bears tbe marks of thrift, and an 
air of comfort, quiet and 
repose,

vaded the entire district. 


SPADRA. 


Leaving El Monte 
we pass over a 


mile or two of heavy road, that dually 
ends at the crossing of the San Gabri- 
el river, now at 
high tide, and now 


with a long plain 
before 
us, and on 


either 
hand covered with large herds 


of cattle and sheep, surrounded 
by ev- 


erlasting bills in the distance, 
we pass 


on to 


SAN JOSE, 


the loveliest little valley ou the route, 
nestling close along the mountain's 
base, clothed iv deepest emerald,

Finally surrounding a spur of 


the mountain, at a slight elevation 
we behold Spadra,

Spadra is also headquarters 


for mountain supplies, 
and a dozen or 


more "mountain schooners" 
were here 


undergoing 
repairs 
and 
waiting for 


their loads. 


CHINO 
RANCH. 


A mile beyond 
Spadra, 
at tbe sug- 


gestion of a friendly guide-board, 
we 


left the main road and took our way 
down an 
extensive 
valley, 
and 
au 


hour's ride brought 
us 
to the ranch 


proper, where we were 
welcomed by 


Mr, Stewart, 
the gentlemanly lessee, 


and one of the most successful 
sheep- 


owners 
in Southern 
California. 
It 


was the last day of shearing, in which 
some fiftybunds 
had been 
employed 


for two weeks, which will give you 
some 
idea of the 
magnitude 
of his 


flocks and tbe amount of his wool clip. 
Much of bis stock Is full blood Spanish 
merino, fine animals indeed and shear- 
ing twenty pounds to the head of tbe 
finest and most valuable wool. 


Our object 
being 
to secure 
views of 


the merino family for Mr. Stewart, 
after lunch we unpacked 
our kit and 


soon secured 
some tine negatives.
